The  Northwich  Rural  District,  apart  from  Tarporley,  lies  within  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  area,  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood 
Road,  Manchester,  8,  Telephone  number  -  Deansgate  6441,  Tarporley  being 
within  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board's  area,  whose  offices  are  at

(3)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES

(4)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  under 
radio  control  from  central  control  at  County  Hall,  Chester «  All  999  calls 
made  by  members  of  the  public  are  immediately  connected  to  this  central  control. 
The  arrangement  for  non-urgent  calls  is  that  the  patient  or  general  practitioner

SECTION  III 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  -  1951 


Section  47 

Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  local  authority  may  apply  to  a  Court 
of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendments)  Act,  1951s  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any  duly 
qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  authorised  by  the 
Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Unfortunately  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  1951  Act. 

The  patient  was  an  elderly  person  suffering  from  very  severe  chronic  ulceration 
of  both  legs,  who  had  deteriorated  in  health  to  such  an  extent  that  she  was 
quite  incapable  of  looking  after  herself  nor  was  it  possible  to  give  her  proper 
attention  at  home.  Despite  prolonged  attempts  at  persuasion  by  her  General 
Practitioner,  District  Nurse  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  she  remained 
adamant  that  she  would  not  go  into  hospital. 

In  view  of  the  rapid  worsening  of  the  situation  an  application  was  made 
to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  a  Removal  Order.  This  was  granted. 
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This  lady's  condition  improved  considerably  after  admission  to  hospital 
where  she  quickly  settled  down*  Whilst  in  hospital  she  agreed  to  be 
rehoused  into  an  old  persons  bungalov/  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a 
bungalow  was  available  for  her  when  she  was  eventually  discharged  from 
hospital*  She  also  agreed  to  accept  the  services  of  a  Home  Help  -  a 
happy  conclusion  to  what  was  a  very  sad  beginning* 

Although  no  other  action  was  taken  under  this  legislation,  a  great 
deal  of  time  has  been  spent  in  co-operation  wi th  other  agencies  in  preventive 
work. 

Section  50 


Under  this  Section  the  Department  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for  the 
burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable  arrangements 
for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made.- 

The  Department  had  to  arrange  for  the  burial  of  one  person  under  this 
Section  of  the  Act.  The  man  concerned  was  found  dead  by  the  County  Police 
in  the  Little  Budworth  area.

(l)  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  ~ 

The  case  notified  was  a  child  found  to  be  suffering  from  infected 
glands  of  the  neck.  Investigations  showed  that  the  family  were  in  the 

habit  of  buying  occasional  cartons  of  unpasteurised  milk. 

With  the  co-operation  of  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  it  was  found  that  three  of  the  cows  in  the  herd  from  which 
the  milk  supply  was  obtained,  reacted  to  the  Tuberculin  test.  These  cows  were 
slaughtered  but  no  evidence  of  clinical  tuberculosis  found.  Arrangements 
we re  made  for  the  farm-workers  to  have  Chest  X-rays  in  case  one  of  them  had 
introduced  the  infection  into  the  herd.  Their  X-rays  were,  however,  satisfactory. 
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(  2)  Dys  ent  ery 


The  three  cases  notified  were  isolated  incidents  and  were  not  confirmed 
bacteriologically. 

( 3 )  Food  Poisoning 

The  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  was  in  an  adult  attending  the 
Training  Centre  at  NorbLwich.  Despite  intensive  investigations  no  food 
poisoning  organisms  were  isolated  and  it  is  assumed  that  the  symptoms  were 
due  to  a  virus  infection  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract. 

( 4)  Paratyphoid  B 

A  child  living  in  Weaver ham  was  notified  as  suffering  from  paratyphoid  B 
fever.  This  was  at  the  time  strongly  suspected  because  of  the  results  of 
blood  tests,  but  subsequent  tests  made  the  initial  diagnosis  doubtful. 
Extensive  investigations  were  made  but  no  other  cases  or  possible  source  of 
infection  were  found.

Problems  and  difficulties  in  administration  continue  to  be  of  a  minor 
nature,  a  factor  favouring  the  Inspectorate  who  can,  unfortunately,  devote 
only  a  small  amount  of  their  time  to  this  duty.  On  the  other  hand, 
however,  it  would  appear  that  the  management  of  the  premises  now  realise 
the  importance  of  the  legislation  and  readily  agree  to  implement  the  advice 
given  to  them. 

A  few  small  businesses  originally  employing  one  full  time  or  two  or 
three  part-time  staff  were  deleted  from  the  register  towards  the  end  of 
the  year,  due,  it  is  thought,  to  the  employers  declining  to  pay  the 
Selective  Employment  Tax. 

General 


Only  one  accident  has  been  notified  during  the  year  and  on  investigation 
the  causation  was  attributed  to  be  an  insecure  iron  bar  on  a  conveyor  system. 
The  bar  became  detached  by  the  motion  of  the  machine  and  fell  on  to  an 
employee's  foot.  The  employers  have  since  carried  out  modifications  to 
prevent  recurrence. 

Other  requirements  of  the  Act  have  generally  been  complied  with. 

One  problem  noted,  and  confined  to  the  Christmas  period,  was  the  absence 
of  adequate  storage  accommodation  for  the  considerably  increased  amount  of 
stock  (up  to  five  times  the  normal).  It  would  appear  that  usual  deliveries 
for  this  holiday  arrive  at  the  shop  or  store  in  the  middle  of  the  month  to 
cover  the  demands  until  the  end  of  the  month.  Stock  has  consequently  to  be 
stored  in  all  available  space  including  passages,  in  front  of  windows, 
electric  lights  etc.  and  in  cases  where  additional  staff  is  employed  this 
presents  difficulties.  In  one  supermarket  boxes  were  stacked  up  to  a  height 
of  ten  feet  to  overcome  the  shortage  of  space  and  much  concern  was  expressed 
to  the  management  in  case  the  bulky  containers  fell  on  to  employees.  As  the 
management  pleaded  there  was  sufficient  storage  space  during  the  remainder  of 
the  year  and  as  they  were  virtually  powerless  to  improve  the  Christmas 
delivery  arrangements,  they  thought  it  unreasonable  to  be  made  to  provide 
more  store  rooms  for  one  week's  use  only.  A  direction  from  the  Minister 
has  been  requested  on  this  problem. 

The  Council  received  no  applications  for  exemption  under  the  various 
sections  of  the  Act  and  no  legal  proceedings  were  instituted.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  is  provided  "by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water 
Board  whose  offices  are  at  Weaverham  Grange,  Hartford,  Northwich.  The 
supply  of  the  area  has  "been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  It 
is  not  liable  to  have  a  plumbo-solvent  action.  Details  of  the  number  of 
dwellings  and  population  supplied  with  mains  water,  either  direct  or  by  means 
of  a  standpipe,  are  included  in  the  Appendix  attached  to  this  Report. 

The  Water  Board  has  sent  for  information,  copies  of  the  Analyst's  reports 
on  54  samples  of  water  taken  by  them  -  all  were  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  three  samples  of  water  from  premises  within  the  area  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  the  Department  for  examination. 
All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  following  statement,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.B.  Birtwistle, 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  sets  out  in  some  detail  the  main 
drainage  scheme  of  the  Council  during  19662- 

"Comberbach  -  Subsequent  to  the  completion  of  the  sewerage  scheme, 
further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  connecting  up  to  the  new  system 
properties  which  had  until  this  time  relied  on  septic  tank  drainage. 

Cotebrook  -  Sewer  Extension  -  The  laying  of  sewers  in  Cotebrook  Village 
forming  an  extension  of  the  early  scheme  to  provide  for  the  drainage  of 
properties  in  the  road  leading  to  Eaton  Village  as  far  as  to  the  Council 
Houses  and  the  Alvanley  Arms,  and  Cottage  as  far  as  the  Chapel  along  the  main 
road,  was  completed.  A  number  of  properties  immediately  took  advantage  of 
this  and  connected  to  the  new  sewer. 

Cuddington  -  Further  work  was  proceeded  with  in  preparing  detail  plans 
etc.,  to  enable  tenders  to  be  invited  upon  the  receipt  of  approval  to  do  this, 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Crowt on  -  Further  design  work  was  proceeded  with  to  enable  the  scheme 
to  be  submitted  to  the  River  Board  and  County  Council  for  their  consideration. 

Davenham,  Hartford  and  Rudheath  .'joint  sewerage  scheme  -  Further  limited 
amount  of  detailed  work  was  done  in  connection  with  this  scheme. 

Lostock  Gralam  -  Only  a  limited  amount  of  w ork  was  possible  in  connection 
with  this  scheme. 

Little  Budworth  -  The  laying  of  the  sewers  and  completion  of  the 
construction  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  took  place  during  the  year  and  a 
number  of  properties,  up  to  that  time  served  with  septic  tank  drainage,  were 
immediately  connected  up. 

Oakmere  and  Delamere  -  Experimental  work  was  carried  out  on  these  works 
with  recirculation  and  this  proved  to  be  very  effective  and  improvements  to  the 
works  are  being  further  considered  with  a  view  to  taking  advantage  of  this 
additional  treatment  facility. 

Utkin  ton  -  Further  investigations  into  the  extension  of  the  sewage  works 
were  proceeded  with  including  a  revision  to  provide  for  the  treatment  c,t 
works  of  sewage  from  Tirley  Garth,  a  large  property  outside  this  Council's 
district,  which  from  time  to  time  accomodates  quite  a  large  population. 

Weaverham  -  The  Grange  Hospital  -  The  re-drainage  of  the  Hospital  included 
a  new  pumping  station  and  the  pumping  of  the  sewage  flow  to  the  Weaverham  system 
connecting  to  an  existing  sewer  in  Forest  Street.  Work  was  completed  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year. 
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General  -  Unfortunately  due  to  shortage  of  technical  staff  by  reasons 
of  a  number  leaving  the  Council’s  employment,  progress  on  a  number  of  these 
schemes  has  been  almost  at  a  standstill." 


CLOSET  CONVERSION  -  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  47  (iv) 

Owners  continued  to  avail  themselves  to  the  facilities  offered  by 
closet  conversion  grants  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  or  Standard  Grant 
procedure  for  the  provision  of  water  closets  and  connections  to  main  sewer- 

On  the  completion  of  the  sewerage  extension  in  the  parish  of  Sproston, 
notices  were  served  on  all  owners  where  pail  closets  could  be  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SERVICE 

The  Cesspool  Emptiers  emptied  619  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  throughout 
the  year,  and  at  the  same  time  maintained  a  weekly  nightsoil  collection. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 


The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  in  the  area  continued  to  increase  and 
several  large  private  development  schemes  were  either  already  in  the  process 
of  being  built  or  planned. 

As  a  result  of  tests  carried  out  last  year,  the  Council  have  now  purchased 
four  75  cubic  yard  Eagle  Crushloaders,  three  of  which  have  been  delivered. 

With  the  exception  of  the  small  refuse  tip  at  Ash  Hill,  Tarporley,  which 
serves  the  Tarporley  area  only  and  which  will  very  shortly  be  completed,  plans 
are  complete  for  the  centralisation  of  refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  in 
the  old  sand  quarry  in  Daleford  Lane,  Marton.  This  has  been  made  possible  as 
the  large  capacity  of  the  Eagle  Crushloaders  means  that  these  vehicles  need  only 
visit  the  tip  at  the  end  of  each  day’ s  work, 

A  total  of  3,775  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  and  disposed  of  during  the 
year.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  loads  as  compared  to  1965  is  due  to  the 
increased  capacity  of  the  new  vehicles.

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INSECT  PESTS 


The  Department  continued  to  receive  numerous  requests  for  assistance  in 
the  treating  of  heavy  ant  infestations  in  dwelling  houses. 

At  the  same  time  an  increasing  number  of  complaints  were  received  in  respect 
of  wasps  nests  usually  sited  in  the  eaves  of  houses.  Where  possible 
assistance  was  given. 

POULTRY  FARM 


The  aerial  nuisance  arising  from  intensive  farming  practices  in  an 
urbanised  locality  continued  to  concern  the  Department  and  has  entailed  regular 
weekly  inspections  of  the  premises  by  your  Officers. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  only  poultry  were  being  housed,  comprising 
approximately  18,000  laying  birds,  and  5>000  pullets  and  chickens,  but  in  June 
the  operator  commenced  pig  keeping  again  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  500  pigs 
were  on  the  premises.  In  addition  to  these  two  enterprises  a  small  number  of 
calves  were  introduced  in  December  and  intensively  housed  cattle  are  expected 
to  follow  shortly. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  on  four  separate  occasions  from  residents 
in  the  vicinity  regarding  smell  nuisances.  Each  was  investigated  and  reported  upon. 

Investigations  were  also  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  an  Inspector  of 
the  Mersey  &  Weaver  River  Authority  as  a  result  of  heavy  pollution  of  a  water¬ 
course  in  the  locality.  The  source  of  the  pollution  was  found  to  be  poultry 
manure  drainage  from  this  farm  and  after  an  informal  warning  the  operator  ceased 
discharging  foul  drainage  into  the  watercourse. 

In  early  spring  the  operator  tried  out  the  method  of  discharging  poultry 
manure  into  an  artificial  "lagoon",  a  method  that  has  apparently  found  some 
success  in  the  warmer  areas  of  the  United  States.  The  principal  of  the  method 
is  based  on  a  combination  of  evaporation  and  natural  drainage  into  the  subsoil 
over  a  period  of  time,  leaving  a  semi-solid  manure  on  the  surface  which  can  be 
easily  handled.  Unfortunately  our  climate  is  not  conducive  to  this  method  of 
disposal  and  it  has  been  dispensed  with. 

As  reported  last  year,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  were  members  of  a  Working  Party  of  Public  Health  Officers  in 
Cheshire,  formed  to  investigate  the  problems  associated  with  intensive  farming 
practices.  The  Party' s  report  published  in  June  by  the  County  Council  dealt 
with  the  aspects  of  intensive  farming,  intensive  husbandry  methods  of  poultry, 
pigs  and  cattle,  manure  disposal,  management,  river  pollution,  possible  dangers 
from  infectious  diseases,  use  of  antibiotics,  legal  and  planning  control,  problems 
arising  under  present  legislation  and  suggestions  for  improving  the  control  of 
the  industry.  The  Working  Party  recommended  that  there  was  an  urgent  need  for 
strengthening  the  planning  control  of  such  development  and  that  a  Code  of  Practice 
for  the  prevention  of  nuisance  in  the  intensive  farming  industry  should  be 
prepared  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  report  was  well  received  and  copies  have  been  requested  from  all  parts 
of  the  county.  In  addition  the  Rural  District  Councils  Association,  the 
British  Medical  Association  and  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors 
broadly  accepted  the  conclusions  of  the  report.

Thirty-two  samples  of  various  meat  products  were  submitted  to  the 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  two  of  which  were  unsatisfactory. 
Following  investigation  into  the  causes  for  the  latter,  further  samples  proved 
to  be  satisfactory. 

MILK 

Close  liaison  exists  between  this  Department  and  the  County  Health 
Department  in  the  control  of  milk  supplies  within  the  area. 

There  are  72  premises  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations.

Raw  Milk  Supplies 


The  action  taken  in  respect  of  Brucella  positive  samples  of  milk  can  best 
be  summarised  by  referring  to  the  individual  farms %- 

Farm  1 


Following  notification  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  a  raw  milk 
sample  being  infected  with  Brucella  organisms,  a  Regulation  20  Notice  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  19595  was  served  on  the  farmer  concerned, 
requiring  that  the  milk  from  the  infected  cow  should  not  be  sold  to  the  public 
without  heat  treatment. 

Further  investigations  by  the  farmer's  own  Veterinary  Surgeon  and  tho 
County  Health  Department  revealed  a  further  four  cows  which  were  intermittently 
excreting  the  organisms.  In  view  of  this  an  additional  Regulation  20  Notice 
requiring  that  the  milk  from  these  four  animals  be  heat-treated  before  sale  to 
the  public,  was  served,  there  being  adequate  facilities  for  the  isolation  of 
the  infected  animals. 

Periodic  recurrence  of  brucella  infection  in  the  untreated  milk  supply 
at  this  producer-retailer's  premises  prompted  the  farmer  to  construct  a  new 
dairy  incorporating  a  pasteurisation  plant.  The  dairy  operating  the  'holder' 
method  of  pasteurisation,  is  of  modem  design  and  fully  complies  with  current 
standards  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness. 

Farm  2 


On  the  19th  September  written  information  was  received  from  the  County 
Medical  Officer  that  Brucella  organisms  had  been  isolated  from  a  bulk  sample 
of  milk  taken  on  the  8th  September.  In  view  of  this  information,  a  Notice 
was  served  on  the  occupiers  of  the  dairy  requiring  that  all  milk  produced  on 
the  farm  be  heat  treated  before  being  sold  for  human  consumption. 

The  occupiers  subsequently  arranged  with  a  veterinary  surgeon  for 
individual  testing  of  the  herd.  The  written  confirmation  of  the  results  of 
these  tests  was  received  on  the  27th  September.  It  showed  that  all  the  cows 
in  milk  in  the  herd  at  that  time  were  free  from  infection.  In  view  of  this 
information  the  Pasteurisation  Order  was  withdrawn. 

There  are  several  unusual  features  about  this  case  - 

1.  The  occupiers  did  not  comply  with  the  Heat  Treatment  Notice. 

2.  Between  the  date  of  taking  the  original  sample  and  the  receipt  of 
the  report  on  the  sample,  five  cows  wore  disposed  of  from  the  herd. 

3.  Subsequent  investigations  showed  that  at  the  time  the  Heat  Treatment 
Order  was  served  the  cows  remaining  in  the  herd  were  not  producing 
infected  milk  -  tho  infected  cov/(s)  having  been  sold  after  the  sample 
was  taken  and  before  the  Order  was  made. 
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To  sum  up,  the  occupiers  of  the  dairy  in  our  view,  committed  a  technical 
offence  by  not  complying  with  the  Heat  Treatment  Notice  which  was  properly 
served  on  the  20th  September  on  the  evidence  available. 

However,  some  cows  (by  chance  including  the  infected  one(s))  were 
disposed  of  before  the  notice  was  served  and  in  all  probability  the  milk 
was  perfectly  safe  for  human  consumption  at  that  time. 

In  viev  of  this  the  Council,  whilst  taking  a  serious  view  of  the 
farmer's  action,  decided  not  to  take  proceedings  but  warned  the  farmer  that 
legal  action  would  be  taken  on  any  future  occasion  where  a  Regulation  20 
Order  was  ignored.

The  Department  was  satisfied  that  the  processing,  scrutinisation 
and  grading  procedures  adopted  by  the  Company  were  satisfactory  and 
that  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 j  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  i960,  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Codes  of 
Practice  on  poultry  dressing  and  packing  were  fully  observed  by  the 
operators.  All  suspect  birds  were  refrigerated  and  retained  for 
examination  by  your  Inspectors. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  table  that  only  weekly  visits 
could  be  afforded  to  the  factory  but  a  general  oversight  of  the 
processes  was  maintained.  In  considering  the  effectiveness  of  the 
scrutinisation  and  inspection  processes  it  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  no  adverse  report  or  complaint  concerning  the  poultry  processed 
at  this  factory  was  received  during  the  year.  Arrangements  for 
your  Inspectors  to  attend  a  refresher  course  on  poultry  inspection 
have  been  made  for  the  current  year  and  attention  is  at  present 
being  given  to  increasing  the  frequency  of  visits  to  this  factory. 

The  Company  has  plans  to  considerably  enlarge  the  premises 
in  the  near  future  and  close  liaison  is  being  maintained  with  the 
Management  in  design  and  layout.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  for  1966. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  progress  on  several  fronts.  Administratively 
a  new  look  has  been  taken  at  many  aspects  of  the  office  routine,  and  there 
has  been  a  systematic  review  of  the  present  circumstances  of  the  many  patients 
for  whom  there  are  files  in  existence.  All  this  work,  although  time  consuming, 
is  resulting  in  a  greater  overall  efficiency  in  the  administration  of  the 
Divisional  Health  Services. 

As  a  result  of  deliberate  policy,  increasing  numbers  of  elderly  persons 
are  being  referred  to  the  Domestic  Help  Service  as  requiring  assistance  in 
running  their  homes.  With  the  ever  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  in 
the  community,  this  service  will  have  an  increasingly  important  part  to  play 
in  enabling  elderly  infirm  persons  to  continue  to  live  at  hone*  A  most 
important  adjunct  to  this,  is  the  provision  of  suitable  housing  for  the  elderly. 
The  grouped  flatlet  unit  built  in  Weaverhan  by  the  Northwich  Rural  District 
Council  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Welfare  Department  has  proved  to  be 
very  successful.  It  is  pleasing  to  note,  that  similar  units  and  further 
bungalow  schemes  are  being  planned  in  various  other  parts  of  the  Division,  and 
the  importance  of  such  schemes  cannot  be  over  emphasised.  As  will  be  seen 
from  the  appendix,  there  are  numerous  elderly  persons  clubs  in  the  area.  I 
hope  that  it  will  be  possible  this  year  that  each  club  will  be  held  at  least 
once  per  week  and  that  where  they  are  not  already  in  existence,  Luncheon  Clubs 
will  be  started  to  serve  each  area  of  the  Division.  « 

The  Northwich  branch  of  the  Salvation  Army  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
starting  a  sheltered  workshop  for  the  elderly.  It  is  anticipated  that 
during  the  coming  year  arrangements  will  be  made  for  younger  Physically 
Handicapped  persons  to  attend  it  on  a  different  morning.  This  will,  I  hope, 
be  the  beginning  of  providing  suitable  work  facilities  for  the  severely 
Physically  Handicapped  in  the  Division. 

With  the  blessing  of  the  Geriatric  Consultants  and  Local  Medical  Committee 
an  "Elderly  Persons  Health  Advisory  Clinic"  has  been  started.  This  could,  if 
it  is  accepted  and  made  use  of  by  the  elderly,  make  a  most  useful  contribution 
to  maintaining  and  improving  the  health  and  happiness  of  the  elderly  in  the 


Division. 


The  Cervical  Smear  Clinic  became  well  established  during  the  year,  but 
as  can  be  seen  frun  the  text  of  this  report,  those  women  most  at  risk  are 
amongst  the  poorest  attenders.  However,  I  hope  that  as  the  facilities 
increase  for  these  tests,  the  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  will  be 
able  to  persuade,  by  a  personal  approach,  those  who  are  somewhat  loath  to 
attend. 

The  County  Council  Scheme  offering  free  Family  Planning  Advice  through 
the  Family  Planning  Association  Clinics  to  women  requiring  it  on  medical  grounds, 
came  into  operation  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  initial  demand  for  this 
service  has  been  very  limited. 

The  immunisation  scheme  offering  protection  against  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis 
and  where  appropriate  Diphtheria  to  all  school  children  in  the  Division,  made 
fairly  good  progress.  The  latter  can,  however,  be  improved  upon  but  extra 
clerical  assistance  will  be  required  to  complete  this  scheme  in  a  reasonable 
time,  and  at  the  same  time,  maintain  a  high  level  of  immunity  amongst  children 
entering  school  for  the  first  time. 


The  services  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  have  progressed  extremely 
well,  there  being  ideal  co-operation  between  the  statutory  and  voluntary 
services.  The  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  had 
a  very  successful  year  and  is  awaiting  the  delivery  of  a  special  vehicle 
with  a  hydraulic  lift.  This  will  be  nost  useful  in  supplementing  the 
present  County  Council  and  voluntary  transport  for  the  Eighfield  Club,  and 
will,  we  hope,  also  be  available  for  taking  Physically  Handicapped  elderly 
persons  to  their  local  Old  Peoples  C|.ubs  and  also,  to  serve  extensions  of 
the  activities  of  the  Highfield  Clubs  activities. 

Co-operation  with  other  Health  and  Social  workers  has  been  on  the  whole 
very  satisfactory*  A  nost  welcome  development  has  been  the  organisation 
of  luncheon  discussion  meetings  at  which  senior  members  of  voluntary  and 
statutory  bodies  working  in  the  Health  and  Social  Work  fields  meet  to  discuss 
their  work  and  the  various  problems  which  face  society  today, 

I  could  not  close  this  foreword  without  expressing  my  personal 
appreciation  to  two  colleagues  who  left  the  area  during  the  year,  Mrs,  Davenport 
Supervisor  of  the  Junior  Training  Centre,  and  Miss  Tweedle,  Acting  Area 
Welfare  Officer,  both  of  whom  made  particularly  valuable  contributions  to 
the  services  contributing  to  the  health  of  persons  living  in  Mid-Cheshire, 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest 
and  support  during  the  year,  and  Mr.  Durrad,  Mr,  Large  and  the  members  of 
the  Divisional  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 


During  Mental  Health  Week  two  public  meetings  were  organised  by  the 
Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  the  subject  discussed  being  ’Community  Care’, 

The  Meeting  at  Northwich  was  particularly  successful  and  one  looks  forward 
to  further  expansion  of  this  aspect  of  Health  Education. 

No  other  major  projects  were  organised  but,  of  course,  a  great  deal  of 
"Health  Education" ,  at  its  most  effective  level  is  carried  out  during  the  day 
to  day  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  nursing  staff. 

There  is,  however,  a  need  to  expand  our  work  in  this  most  important 
preventive  work,  and  I  hope,  that  some  time  in  the  future,  it  will  be  po-ssible 
to  appoint  a  Health  Education  Officer  to  undertake  it. 


OLD  PEOPLES  HEALTH  jiDVISORY  CLINICS 

The  first  of  the  above  clinics  was  held  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  At 
the  request  of  the  County  Welfare  Officer,  the  initial  sessions  were  held  at 
Weaver  Hall.  This  provided  a  most  useful  opportunity  to  review  the  health  of 
the  residents  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  apart  from  the  degenerative 
conditions  one  must  expect  in  the  very  elderly,  the  health  of  the  residents  was 
remarkably  good. 

In  1967  it  is  intended  to  make  this  service  available  to  all  persons  over 
the  age  of  sixty-five.  The  clinics  are  essentially  based  on  the  fact  that  has 
been  demonstrated  by  several  surveys  i.e.,  that  a  substantial  percentage  of 
elderly  persons  suffer  from  defects  which  are  unknown  to  their  family  doctors. 

If  treatment  or  advice  can  be  given  at  an  early  stage,  a  return  to  normal  health 
or  at  least  prevention  of  further  deterioration  is  often  possible.  It  must  be 
emphasised  that  this  is  a  service  to  supplement  the  family  doctor,  no  treatment 
will  be  given  and  full  information  will  be  forwarded  to  the  patients  own  dootor. 


CERVICAL  SMEAR  CLINICS 


These  clinics  became  well  established  during  the  year,  the  demand  for 
appointments  exceeding  the  facilities  available.  It  has,  in  fact,  been 
necessary  to  limit  the  publicity  given  to  this  service  as  the  resulting  demand 
would  have  proved  an  embarrassment.  Even  so,  the  average  waiting  period  for 
an  appointment  has  been  four  to  six  weeks. 

The  response  up  to  now  has  been  from  younger  married  women  in  the  middle 
and  upper  social  groups.  This,  whilst  not  unexpected,  is  disappointing,  as 
it  is  those  groups  who  are  most  reluctant  to  attend  who  suffer  the  highest 
incidence  of  cancer  of  the  cervix. 

However,  now  that  the  initial  public  demand  has  been  satisfied,  I  hope 
that  a  personal  approach  from  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  will  result 
in  the  more  reluctant  being  persuaded  to  attend  either  the  clinic  or  their 
own  doctor  for  this  very  simple  test.

Dysentery  (  Winsford  ) 


In  July  information  was  received  that  there  had  been  cases  of  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting  at  a  primary  school  in  Winsford.  Preliminary  investigations  showed 
that  fourteen  children  and  a  member  of  the  canteen  staff  were  affected. 

Immediate  precautions  relating  to  personal  hygiene  were  instituted  and  the 
General  Practitioners  informed  of  the  drug  sensitivity  of  the  organism. 

As  result  of  the  action  taken  there  was  only  a  limited  spread  of  the 
infection,  in  all  17  ohildren  and  4  adults,  and  a  total  of  13  families  being 
affected. 

The  initial  cases  were  confined  to  one  class  and  investigations  showed 
that  the  probable  source  of  infection  was  one  of  the  children  in  this  class 
who  had  been  ill  one  week  before  the  outbreak.  The  canteen  assistant  was 
infected  at  the  same  time  as  the  initial  wave  of  cases,  and  was  connected  with 
this  class  in  that  she  served  their  dinners  and  must  have  been  infected  by  the 
original  case. 

This  small  outbreak  emphasises  the  constant  need  to  maintain  the  highest 
standards  of  personal  hygiene  to  prevent  the  spread  of  these  highly  infectious 
diseases. 

Dysentery  (  Northwich  Rural  District  ) 

The  three  cases  notified  were  isolated  incidents  and  were  not  •onfirmed 
bacteriological  ly  . 

Paratyphoid  B 

A  child  living  in  Weaverham  was  notified  as  suffering  from  p-Typhoid  B  Fever. 
This  was  at  the  time  strongly  suspected  because  of  the  results  of  blood  tests, 
but  subsequent  test3  made  the  initial  diagnosis  doubtful.  Extensive  investigations 
were  made  but  no  other  cases  or  possible  source  of  infection  were  found. 
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Non-Pulnonarv  Tuberculosis 


It  is  unusual  these  days  to  have  three  notifications  of  Non-Pulnonary 
Tuberculosis  during  the  course  of  one  year  and  I  append  below  details  of  the 
cases. 


Northwich  Rural  District  -  a  child  found  to  be  suffering  from  infected 
glands  of  the  neck.  Investigations  showed  that  the  family  were  in  the 
habit  of  buying  occasional  cartons  of  unpasteurised  milk. 

With  the  co-operation  of  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Kir is try  of 
Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food,  it  was  found  that  three  of  the  cows  in 
the  herd  from  which  the  nilk  supply  was  obtained,  reacted  to  the 
tuberculin  test.  These  cows  were  slaughtered  but  no  evidence  of 
clinical  tuberculosis  found.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  farm¬ 
workers  to  have  Chest  X-Rays  in  case  one  of  them  had  introduced  the 
infection  into  the  herd.  Their  X-Rays  were,  however,  satisfactory. 

Winsford  Urban  District  -  a  young  woman  found  to  have  a  tuberculous 
infection  of  the  lining  of  the  womb. 

Middlewich  Urban  District  -  a  woman  found  to  be  suffering  from  a  re¬ 
activation  of  infection  in  a  cervical  lymph  gland,  this  having  been 
quiescent  for  many  years. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  is  a  result  of  the  clinical 
follow  up  of  cases  discovered  during  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Survey 
which  took  place  in  the  latter  half  of  1965.  It  is  sobering  to  think  of  the 
number  of  persons  at  present  fit  and  well,  who  will  be  infected  by  those 
unknown  cases  of  tuberculosis  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  made  no  effort 
to  attend  the  units  when  tney  visited  the  area.

vaccination  and  immunisation 


The  form  of  the  statistical  tables  has  been  slightly  altered  this  year 
to  show  the  increase  in  the  work  carried  out  at  clinics  and  schools.  In  addition 
to  the  numbers  quoted  1507  children  were  in  the  course  of  having  immunisation 
procedures  completed  at  school  at  the  year  end.  The  figures  for  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  are  separated  from  the  main  table  as  there  was  a  "Polio”  scare  in 
1 965  which  stimulated  a  strong  public  demand  for  polio  vaccination.  In  view 
of  this,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  almost  the  same  number  of  children  were 
protected  against  Poliomyelitis  in  the  year  under  review  as  in  1965.

In  that  they  show  an  increasing  number  of  children  protected  the  above 
figures  are  satisfactory,  but  they  can  and  should  be  improved  upon. 

The  three  most  important  points  to  be  considered  are:- 

1 .  That  by  the  end  of  1  966  only  68^>  of  the  children  bom  in  1  964  had 
been  protected  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  -  . 
only  67 a/°  of  the  children  bom  in  1965  had  been  protected  against 
Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  -  only  2^°/°  of  the  children 
bom  in  1  966  had  been  protected  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis . 

It  is  hoped  that  the  birth  and  immunisation  records  for  children 
born  in  1967  will  be  transferred  to  the  County  computer.  It  will 
then  be  possible  for  a  very  comprehensive  administrative  cover  to  be 
given  to  those  children  whose  parents  have  indicated  that  they  wish 
then  to  be  immunised.  Appointments  and  re-appointments  for  immunisation 
will  automatically  be  sent  out.  It  has  been  found  in  other  areas 
that  this  administrative  cover  results  in  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  number  of  children  immunised  and  vaccinated. 


2.  As  members  will  remember,  approval  was  given  in  1965  for  the 
employment  of  o.  temporary  clerk  for  18  hours  per  week  to  organise 
the  school  immunisation  programme.  Experience  has  shown  that  due 
to  the  administrative  complexity  of  organising  this  scheme  it  will 
not  be  possible  to  complete  our  programme  in  a  reasonable  time 
without  additional  clerical  time. 


5.  To  maintain  the  improving  immunisation  state  in  our  schools, 
we  should  now  be  turning  our  attention  to  ensuring  that  all  school 
entrants  are  fully  protected  during  their  first  year  at  school. 
Until  additional  clerical  help  is  available  it  is  not  possible  to 
do  this,  in  addition  to  pursuing  our  major  programme. 
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b.c.g.  vaccination 


For  the  first  year  since  1 961  there  was  a  drop  in  the  percentage  of 
parents  consenting.  However,  a  study  of  the  numbers  counted  as  refusals 
has  shown  that  a  higher  percentage  of  consent  forms  than  usual,  have  not 
been  returned  by  parents.  This  is  a  feature  which  will  be  investigated 
further  in  1967. 

The  drop  in  the  number  of  Tuberculin  positive  children  reflects  the 
increasing  numbers  of  children  who  have  not  been  infected  with  tuberculosis 
during  childhood.  This  in  turn  stresses  the  need  for  these  children  to  be 
protected  against  this  disease  in  order  that  their  resistance  is  high  when 
they  leave  the  sheltered  environment  of  their  school.

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SERVICES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 


The  services  for  the  physically  handicapped  are  based  on  a  combination 
of  the  efforts  of  part-time  Occupational  Therapists  (  a  total  of  six  sessions 
per  week  )  and  members  of  the  Voluntary  Services  in  the  Division.  The  latter 
play  a  particularly  important  part  in  the  running  of  this  particular  service 
and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  record  the  close  harmony  which  exists  between 
the  statutory  and  voluntary  workers  and  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
unstinting  help  which  is  given.  In  this  connection  the  members  of  the 
W.R.V.S.,  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped,  British 
Red  Cross  Society  and  Rotary  Club  have  been  particularly  helpful,  but  of 
course,  there  have  been  other  organisations  and  many  individuals  who  have 
helped . 

When  information  is  received  that  a  person  may  benefit  from  any  of  the 
services  for  the  physically  handicapped,  arrangements  are  made  for  an 
Occupational  Therapist  to  visit.  She  goes  essentially  as  a  Social  Worker 
with  a  specialised  knowledge  of  aids  and  adaptations  and  initially  makes  a 
full  assessment  of  the  social  background  of  the  patient  in  addition  to  the  need 
for  aids,  adaptations  and  the  other  services  by  which  the  physically  handicapped 
can  be  assisted. 

This  initial  assessment  forms  the  backbone  of  our  services  and  it  is 
from  this  point  that  the  arrangements  are  made  for  aids,  adaptations,  home 
help,  chiropody,  attendance  at  social,  handicraft  or  music  club  sessions,  etc. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  that  persons  over 
the  age  of  60  do  not  join  the  Highfield  Club  for  the  Physically  Handicapped 
and  I  am  sure  that  this  has  contributed  to  the  success  of  that  club.  Every 
effort  is  made,  however,  to  ensure  that  elderly  handicapped  persons  are  able 
to  attend  their  local  Old  People’s  Club,  of  which  there  are  a  large  number  in 
the  Mid-Cheshire  Division. 

As  the  County  Council  services  have  become  better  known  and  more  and  more 
people  have  benefited  from  them,  so  the  numbers  requesting  help  have  increased. 
In  addition  where  Doctors'  notes  supporting  housing  applications  are  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  assessment,  all  cases  which  appear  to  have  some 
physical  handicap  are  referred  to  the  Occupational  Therapist  for  further 
investigation. 

Social  Provisions  -  Highfield  Club  for  the  Physically  Handicapped 

The  social  provisions  for  the  physically  handicapped  are  all  arranged  as 
extensions  .of  the  Highfield  Club.  The  constitution  of  the  Club  lays  down 
that  in  addition  to  representatives  of  the  Voluntary  Services  and  Divisional 
Health  Committee  the  Club  members  are  represented  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the 
increasingly  important  part  that  the  Club  representatives  are  ploying  on  the 
Committee  and  in  the  running- of  the  Clubfe  numerous  activities. 

a.  Social  Club 


The  Social  Club  continues  to  meet  on  alternate  weeks,  and  the  Club 
Committee  have  bought  from  their  own  funds,  equipment  for  various  types 
of  games.  The  members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  continue  to  give  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  help  in  the  running  of  this  Club,  and  I  would  particularly  like 
to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Litler  and  Mrs.  Stott  for  their  help. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  meetings,  a  day  trip  to  Blackpool,  visits  to  the 
"Sound  of  Music"  (Manchester) ,  "Desert  Song"  (Knutsford),  "Oklahoma" 
(Northwich)  and  "Old  People's  Frolics"  (Northwich) ,  were  arranged,  together 
with  a  Christmas  Party  and  the  traditional  Christmas  dinner  -at  the  Adult 
Training  Centre,  Northwich.  The  finals  of  the  W.R.V.S.  County  Bulb 
Competition  were  held  at  a  Club  meeting  and  at  Christmas,  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Northwich,  and  management  and  staff  of 
Woolworths,  Northwich,  an  evening's  Christmas  shopping  was  arranged  for 
Club  members. 
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b.  Handicraft  Group 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  of  Club  attendances  there  was  a 
further  increase  in  the  membership  of  this  group.  Fortunately,  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Education  Department,  it  has  been  possible  to 
obtain  the  assistance  of  a  second  Handicraft  Teacher.  Due  to  the 
enthusiastic  co-operation  of  relatives  and  friends  there  has  not  been 
any  difficulty  during  the  year  of  disposing  of  nearly  all  the  handicrafts 
produced  by  the  group. 

c.  Cultural  Evening  Group 

This  Group  organised  in  co-operation  with  the  Mid-Cheshire  Association 
for  the  Physically  Handicapped  has  proved  to  be  most  successful.  I 
think  it  would  be  fair  comment  to  say  that  it  has  made  an  important 
contribution  to  widening  the  horizons  of  many  of  the  members  who  attend. 
The  Group  is  in  two  parts,  a  "music"  section  where  singing  and  the  use  of 
percussion  instruments  is  pursued  and  an  "art"  section  where,  with  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  George  Rowly,  a  voluntary  member  of  the  Association, 
an  amazingly  high  standard  of  competence  is  being  achieved.  We  were 
particularly  honoured  in  that  one  of  the  members  of  this  group  had  a 
charcoal  sketch  published  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer.

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CAR  BADGES  FOR  THE  DISABLED  DRIVERS 


Persons  who  are  seriously  handicapped  and  can  only  walk  a  very  United 
distance  are  eligible  to  receive  on  application,  two  stick-on  car  badges 
identifying  then  as  physically  handicapped.  This  scheme  was  introduced  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  an  effort  to  assist  such  drivers  to  receive  extra 
consideration  when  parking,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  possession  of  the 
badges  does  not  confirm  any  legal  rights  whatsoever. 

Rather  surprisingly  no  applications  were  received  during  the  year  and 
the  co-operation  of  the  press  will,  therefore,  be  enlisted  in  1967  to  make 
the  details  of  this  scheme  more  widely  known. 

SPECIAL  HOUSING 

Three  of  the  District  Councils  are  planning  to  build  special  bungalows 
for  the  disabled  and  Nurthwich  Urban  District  Council  completed  such  a 
bungalow  during  the  year. 

ADAPTATIONS  TO  PROPERTY 


The  undermentioned  adaptations  to  property  have  been  carried  out  during 
1966  and  I  would  like  here  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Surveyors  of  the 
four  District  Councils  in  the  Division  who  have  always  given  enthusiastic 
advice  and  assistance  in  the  design  and  execution  of  these  alterations. 

The  policy  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  on  these  alterations  has 
been  that  where  the  alteration  is  to  a  Council  House,  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee  bear  the  full  cost,  but  where  the  alteration  is  to  a  privately  owned 
property,  the  income  of  the  household  together  with  the  expected  increase  in 
value  of  the  house  are  taken  into  consideration  in  fixing  any  contribution  or 
loan  which  may  be  made  towards  the  cost  of  the  alterations.

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TRAINING  CENTRES,  NORTHWICH 

In  spite  of  several  changes  of  staff  the  progress  of  children  and 
adults  attending  the  Centres  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily  during 
the  year. 

Great  disappointment  was  felt  by  all  those  who  are  associated  with 
the  Junior  Training  Centre  when  Mrs.  Davenport,  the  Supervisor,  transferred 
to  Altrincham  for  personal  reasons.  One  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  her 
ability  and  I  feel  that  the  high  esteem  in  which  the  Junior  Training  Centre 
is  held  is  largely  due  to  her  skilled  and  devote'd  work.

JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE  -  I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Dolan,  Supervisor  for  the 

following  report. 

The  children  in  the  Centre  have  continued  to  make  steady  progress 
throughout  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  usual  educational  and  social 
activities  of  the  Centre,  an  interesting  feature  has  been  the  attendance 
of  senior  girls  of  the  Hartford  Secondary  School,  a  development  which  has 
been  of  considerable  benefit  to  both  groups  of  children.  It  is  hoped  that 
in  1967  pupils  from  the  Centre  will  attend  the  Hartford  Secondary  Schools 
to  join  in  P.E.  and  handicraft  classes. 

A  Carol  Service  was  held  at  the  Centre  on  December  14th.  when  approximately 
one  hundred  and  twenty  people  attended.  The  children  had  their  party  on 
December  19th.  when  the  girls  from  the  fourth  form  of  Hartford.  Secondary  Modem 
came  along  and  joined  in. 

We  have  had  numerous  visitors  at  the  Centre  during  the  year.  Quite  a 
few  of  these  have  been  young  girls  who  are  leaving  school  and  are  interested 
in  working  with  children.  This  is  very  heartening,  as  there  is  a  shortage 
of  trained  people  in  this  field  of  work. 

ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE  -  I  am  indebted  to  Miss  Davenport,  Deputy  Superintendent 

for  the  following  report. 

Throughout  the  year,  there  has  been  continued  improvement  in  work  output 
and  social  behaviour. 

The  boys  receive  instruction  in  the  use  of  a  wide  variety  of  woodworking, 
tools  and  machinery,  and  by  the  use  of  jigs  and  special  tools  have  produced 
many  saleable  goods,  e.g. ,  childrens  chairs,  upholstered  in  mocquette  and 
vyanide,  collapsible  cloths  maidens,  occasional  tables,  plant  stands,  deck 
chairs,  fishing  stools,  upholstered  stools. 

A  large  quantity  of  vegetables  have  been  produced  as  a  result  of  the 
trainees  work  in  the  kitchen  garden.  The  trainees  also  contribute  to  industry 
by  means  of  contract  work,  including  the  making  of  simple  wire  loops  for  use 
in  plastic  dipping,  the  assembly  and  sorting  of  various  small  components 
required  in  the  electrical  industry,  and  folding  leaflets  for  a  Mail  Order  firm. 
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The  girls  receive  instruction  in  Domestic  Science,  including  Cookery 
and  Laundry,  Personal  Hygiene  including  hairdressing,  makeup  and  manicure. 

In  addition,  embroidery,  machine  sewing,  soft  toy  making  and  knitting  have 
been  undertaken  with  great  success.  A  new  idea  has  been  the  making  of  baby’s 
matching  coats,  bonnets  and  pram  sets. 

Recreation  consists  of  P.T.,  football,  cricket,  music  and  dancing,  and 
indoor  games  for  the  boys,  and  music  and  movement  to  Eileen  Fowler  records, 
rounders,  netball,  dancing  for  the  girls.  Some  of  the  girls  have  joined  the 
boys  for  their  weekly  visits  to  the  swimming  baths  during  the  summer. 

On  the  16th.  April,  1966  the  trainees  accompanied  by  members  of  staff 
went  on  a  weeks  holiday  to  St.  Annes  organised  by  the  Parents  Association. 

This  was  a  tremendous  success  and  was  throughly  enjoyed  by  everyone. 

In  June,  the  Junior  Centre  had  a  Sports  Day.  During  this,  the  girls 
gave  a  display  of  Music  and  Movement,  and  the  boys  had  a  Tug  of  War. 

In  July,  the  Centre  went  on  a  day  trip  to  Southport,  this  too  was  very 
much  enjoyed. 

In  September  Mr.  Boocock,  Superintendent  temporarily  left  the  Training 
Centre  to  embark  on  a  yearfe  training  course  at  Birmingham,  arrangements 
being  made  for  Mr.  Farrington,  Superintendent  Altrincham  A.T.C.,  to  visit 
the  Centre  during  Mr.  Boocock’ s  absence. 

A  bonfire  and  fireworks  display  was  held  on  November  4th. 

During  the  week  before  Christmas  the  Centre  had  Christmas  dinner,  a 
Christinas  Party  and  a  full  length  Walt  Disney  film.  The  Centre  closed  on 
Friday  23rd.  December,  1966.
